In orderlng the suspension, Mr 
Blalr-Kerr ruled that even in cases 
where driving was a means of live- 
Hhood for professional drivers. it 
did not constitute a “special reason” 
for the order not to be made. 

Mr L. Starbuck, Acting Director 
of the Royal Observatory, made an 
successful plea on behalf of the de- 
fendant to stay the order.. Ho sub- 
mitted that Lawrence's duties were 
rather special, in that he had to take 
his shift in weather forecasting 
from 2-4 om ot Kai Tole during 
which Ume traMc was abnormal. 
The suspension would mean curtail- 
ing the services at Kal Tak. 

Prosecuting, Inspector J. Hidden 
said that about 11 p.m. yesterday he 
was on motor patrol duty and he 
notleed defendant driving a car 
along Prince Edward Road towards 
Nathan Road. 

“I saw the defendant was not 
keeping a straight course and he 
was being followed by another 
private car,""* continued : Inspector 
Hidden. “I followed and became 
the second vehicle behind him. 
Then suddenly he stopped dead in 
the centre of the road and the car 
following narrowly: avoided running 
into the back of his enr.”

“T did. not think I had taken 
liquor to such on extent that I was 
incapable of driving a car and nel- 
ther was I driving without due care 
and attention,” concluded Lawrence. 


Flying Officer’ E. N. Gambler, 
RAF, who was one of the passengers 
on the defendant's car, gave evidence 
on behalf of Lawrence. He sald he 
noticed. nothing particular about de- 


.fendant's..driving..and_he._was_.not 


worried about ft in any way. 

Cross examined by Inspector Hid- 
den, F/O Gambier admitted, saying 
to the Police that “I asked defendant 
to let me drive and ‘he wouldn't.”

Sir,—Referring to your foot-note 
under “Licensed Driver's" letter, in 
your issue of May 12, it scems to 
me that the point that your corres- 
pondent was making was that 
pedestrians should not cross the 
north side of Chater Road when 
eastbound traffic is released. After 
all, they do not cross the north side 
of Des Vocux Road when the cast-, 
bound traMe {s released and the case 
of Chater Rond is similar, If 
pedestrians cross Chater Road only 
when westbound traffic ig released 
in Des Vocux Road they should be 
perfectly safe, pce Sa 

However, I fully agree with you 
that this is o particularly dangerous 
crossing and I have seen ' several 
near-accidents there, mainly duc to 
pedestrians continutng to cross when 
eastbound traMc is released, there 
{s a safety period, when westbound 
traMfic 1s released, but pedestrians do 
not seem to have realised this, The 
remedy seems to Ne either in, light 
signals for pedestrians on Alexandra 
and Union buildings, or verbal in- 
struction at this particular crossing. 


‘| Verbal instructions by the police at 


‘Pedder Street and Des-Vocux Road 
crossings seem to have successfully 
trained pedestrians in the correct 
use of those crossings; perhaps, with 
a little patience, the same results 
could be obtaincd at the Chater 
Road crossing. . 
"Y think: everyone, pedestrians and 
motorists, will agree that a tremen- 
dous improvement sn trqMc control 
in the central district has taken place 
within the last few months and I 
feel that the Traffic Superintendent 
and any others who are in any 
way responsible for these im- 
rovements are very much to be cor- 
gratulated.

DAY'S hand embodies one very 
important point, the fallacy of 
doubling slam contracts,’ especlally 
‘ grand slam bids.
